DEATH OF A HERO.

LOOKED VERY PALE. 


Standing with .his hands in his pock- 


ets and looking very pale, but not so

tested .his innocence in a firm voice, 
ludible throughout the room, left the 
court i'.i company with his solicitor 
and was arranging for the future of 
lis wife and family when he suddenly 
fell and expired without another word. 


STUNNED BY SENTENCE. 


His solicitor. George Lewis Jr., who 


i'ks with him at the time, said to a 
representative of the Associated Press: 


"Wright seemed to be stunned by 


the sentence, but he did not give the 
slightest indication either before or af- 
ter his sentence oC any intention to 
take'his ow-n life." 


"Of, course." added Mr.. Lewis, "no 


one can really tell the cause of death 
until the postmortem examination." 


General opinion is today that while 


Wright fully deserved the verdict ol 
guilty the judge's'whole conduct of the 
case was most partial and' that whUe 
none of his co-directors was punished, 
Wright alone had' to bear the entire 
punishment.

estrangement came about shortly before the sale of the Canning property, 
located at Thirteentb'and Broadway to Henry A. Butters, a 
few weeks ago. 


Mi'. Yore was then displaced. 


The only heirs to the estate are JTr. Yore and his sister, Mrs. Nellie Da- 


vitt, wife of Michael Davitt, the Irish patriot, whose home is in Dalkey, Ire- 
land. 


It is not known what disposition Mrs. Canning had made of her proper- 


ty, but it is thought that a large portion of it has been left to charitable 
institutions and in a special manner to Providence Hospital at the corner of 
Twenty-sixth and Broadway, which is soon to open. 


The funeral will be held from St. Francis de Sales Church at 10 o'clock 


next Thursday morning. Rev. Father McSweeney will conduct the services. 
The remains will be interred in St. Mary's Cemetery.

veloped and undeveloped to street rail- 
ways and waterworks.

Whitaker Wright formerly was a bro- 


ker in Philadelphia and 
in New York. 


Wright was one of the biggest ulungcrs 
on the Exchange.

ter making more than $15,000,000 out of 
them, he "went broke." Then he went 
to London, where he floated the London 
and Globe. 


FINANCIAL CRASH. 


The financial crash of the companies 


floated by Wright 
came 
in Dece'mber. 


1900. 
There,were 11 of these, including 


the parent company, entitled the London 
and Globe Finance Corporation, with a 
total capitalization of $60,670,000. Wright 
was managing director. 


HIS VICTIMS. 


One of (he victims of the crash was the 


late Marquis of Dufferln and Ava. for- 
merly Governor General of Canada, End 
later made Ambassador, to Paris. He con- 
sented to be chairman of the London and 
Globe and had 25.000 shares in the dif- 
ferent 
companies. With Lord.- Dufforin 


on the Board of Directdrs were Lieuten- 
ant General Gough-Calthorp, who was 
Colonel of the Fifth Dragoons Guards, 
and Lord Edward William Pelham-Clin- 
ton. Master of Queen Victoria's house- 
hold, son of the fifth DuJ;e of Newsas- 
tle. When the crash came Lord Daf- 
ferin was severely censured for his con- 
nection with the Wright companies, hut 
in a frank speech to the stockholders of 
the London and Globe he declared his 
position and won the sympathy of his 
countrymen. 


AMERICAN MONEY LOST. 


Much American money was lost in the 


failure ot the Wright companies. There 
was a great outcry against the attitude 
of the 
authorities 
in not prosecuting 


Wright and his fellow directors, and a 
petition was circulated on the London 
Stock Exchange, signed by many influ- 
ential men, demanding the prosecution 
of "Wright.

The Presldon 
has clearly demonstrated that our gov- 
ernment did not prompt the secession 
and declined to give the seceders an:

it would take in case the contemplated 
secession did take place. 


The United States has taken no part 


of the seceded territory.. So much for 
the apple and the boy mis-illustration. 


By the treaty of 1846 the United 


States became obliged to keep open 
the highway across 
tlie Isthmus of 


Panama and to maintain the security 
of the commerce end travel passing 
over it. 
This commercial highway is 


the crux of the contention, the key to 
the whole situation. 
It is what the 


Colombians are after, and what causod 
the people of Panama t5 secede. 
It 


was the notice given by our govern- 
ment that it would allow no fighting 
and pillaging along this highway which 
impels 
the Stockton Mail and othsr 


iolombitms to charge that the United 


States are refusing to allow Colombia 
:o reconquer the seceded province. 


We have recognized Panama as ,-in 


independent power, and as such hav. 
entered into a treaty with her to pur- 


the passage 'of the ordinance.

tion had convinced the, members that 
the ordinance was a necessary and sal- 
utary one, but it is none the less dis- 
agreeable to run counter to the wishes 
of citizens who are honestly though 
mistakenly imbued with the belief that 
they are not being fairly treated.
